UBtethe eaptioii "A Sen- 
tenes ito SttUw Tmr," the 
New Tevk HenM toUi nsof pen- 
altiee impoMd bf • New Yerk 
Judge upon two burglsrs taken 
red-handed of "not less thsn 
forty nor more than sixty years' 
imprisonment," and adds that 
such sentences are equivalent to 
life terms, as, serving the min- 
imum, one of the men will be 80 
when be is released and the oth- 
er 74. 

Well, men do not serve penal 
sentrnces of forty years under 
oar easting penal system. There 
is a time off for good behavior, 
but, mtee important than that, is 
the fact that few priaon offieiate 
beBereiMiiahoiild be confined 
for more than ten or twriire 
years. If theee two men behave 
themselves, and existing idees 
about prison administration are 
unchanged, they may look for- 
ward to liberty much earlier 
than their sentences indicate. 

The really controlling fact in 
these cases seems to have been 
overlooked by the Herald. Are 
these men ''habitual criminals?"

The Harrison County Board of 
Supervisors was called together 
again this week to essay a furth- 
er increase in assessments of the 
county, in conformity to a de- 
mand of the State Tax Commis- 
sion, which refused to aeeept the 
▼alnatioiis as returned. The as- 
seasment f^ neariy nine hundred 
thousands bdow the amount de- 
manded by the State Tax Com- 
mission, although the Board of 
Supervisors was in session for 
several weeks and did a conscien- 
tious work. Now the list must 
be revised again. 

The State Tax Commission is 
is endeavoring to put into effect 
a one hundred per cent valuation 
which has nevw been done any- 
whore and will not be d<Hie here. 
It cannot be done. The Com- 
mission itself could not do it« 
"It is'nt done you know." But 
the effort may lead to an early 
repeal of the tax law. 

The argument is that if each 
man gave to the assessor his 
property at full value the reve- 
nues would be so large that the 
tax rate would be reduced and 
everybody would benefit. The 
f alacy of the argument lies in 
the fact that the mon money 
poured into the State treasury 
the more money the Stete spends. 
An overflowing treasury means a 
profligate Legislature. The lure 
of a large bank account is never 
Desisted.
